London Hospitals Appeal to Nation for 
Money to Secire Suppl: 
London, England,—A week azo it 
was announced that 600 milligrammes| © 
of radium were lying in a safe at the 
British Radium Corporation offices, 
while five,London hospitals were mak- 
ing pitiful appeals for more adequate 
supplies.

Empress on Iniéial 
Around the World 


One of the latest additions to the 
magnificent fleet of steamships of the 
C.P.R, has commenced its first trip, 
starting out fror Liverpool for an 
around the world tour. The new: ves- 
sel is the much talked of Empress of 
Russia which will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the already fine fleet of steam- 
ers now plying betweén Vancouver and 
the Orient. It was a unique idea to 
inaucurate this around the world trip 
on the initial voyage of the floating 
palace, instead of sending the vessel 
by way of Cape Horn, and needless to 
gay the results justified the enterprise 
as when the Empress left the docks at 
Liverpool it was with a full comple- 
ment of passengers, and thousands 
crowded the docks to bid them bon 
voyage. Included in the passenger 
list are many Canadians who left these 
shores a few weeks ago to be at Liv- 
erpool in time for the sailing of the 
Empress of Russia. The Empress of 
Asia) follows a little later. Beyon 
all question the most notable merchant 
oteamers built in the United Kingdom}. 
during the past year were the two 
which the Fairfield Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company constructed for 
the C.P.R. company’s trans-pacific 
| Service, which have received the titles 

of the Empress of Russia and the 
Empress of Asia. Though outwardly 
the vessels are identical in appear- 
ance there is a difference in the inter- 
for work, the Pmpress of Russia bei 
decorated in the French style, mainly 
Louis Quinze and Louis Seize, while 
the Empress of Asia will be representa- 
tive of the English style of the Georg- 
ian period, which is particularly effect- 
ive on board ship. The leading de- 
mensions are: length 590 feet, breadth 
68 feet, the depth 46 feet, the gross 
tonnage being in the neighborhood of 
15,000. <A feature which catches the 
eye of the man who has but @ casual 
acquaintance with ships, is the cruis- 
er stern, which gives a distinctly nav- 
al touch, besides conveying the idea 
that a fast turn of speed can be attain- 
ed. In point of fact the speed will be 
18 knots per hour. Accommodation 
has been provided for 1100 passengers 
in all—200 first, 100 second and 800 
third class, and as -tWe officers and 
crew will number 470, the total comple- 
iment will be 1670. Elaborate pre- 
cautions have been taken to secure the 
safbty of all, and should any accident 
accur there would be little chance of 
the ship sinking, the vessel being pro- 
vided with double the numbér of wa- 
ter tight compartments called for by 
the Board of Trade. 

Coming to the general design, the 
vessels have orlop, lower, main, upper 
and shelter decks while above the lat- 
ter is a long combined forecastle and 
bridge, the bridge ceck being extend- 
ed from stern to. side stanchions. 
Above again there is a promenade 
deck 359 feet long. Here are gituat- 
ed the-many first class rooms, includ- 
ing the lounge, a particularly fine 
room 48 feet long and 36 feet wide 
with a height in the centre of 14 feet. 
There are also writing rooms, smoking 
room, and veranda’ cafe. The ves- 
sels are fitted up in the most luxurious 
style and the dining room is a new 
departure—the tables being arranged 
for two and four persons while i 
quiet alcoves there are tables for a! 
party of six, There is also a well 
equipped gymnasium and up-to-date 
laundry, while the kitchen and serv- 
ing rooms are all that can be desired. 
The vessel is fitted with powerful en- 
gines and a long range Marconi sys- 
tem of telegraphing in addition to sem- 
aphore signalling from the bridge. 
The Hmpress of Russia is scheduled 
to arrive in Vancouver on June 7.

At the same time he 
showed his readiness to stand by the 
federal government by sending a fleet 
to New York.

the Geologist’s Key. 

The work of the Onited States geo- 
logical survey in paleontology—the 
study of fossil remains of animals and 
plants that lived ages ago—has a dis- 
tinct bearing on some of the very prac- 
tical economic problems of today. 

The descriptive paleontologic reports 
are often treated as “pure science,” 
yet instructive, striking or tedious as 
may be these delineations of the 
groups of anima! or plant life which 
lived on the globe in some particular 
epoch there is not one of these papers 
describing the fauna or flora of a 
formation that does not prove sooner 
or later to possess practical value and 
to be essential to geology in its con- 
stantly increasing refinement of study 
and results. 

Without paleontology the geologic 
classification of formations, their cor- 
relation and the determination of their 
mutual relations would be impossible. 
In fact, real and symmetrical progress 
in geology is impossible without corre- 
sponding interrelated development and 
refinement of its handmaid paleontolo- 
gy. The study of the economic geolo- 
gy of any region of complicated 
ture is blind and inconsequent unless 
the time relations of the strata con- 
cerned are known. ‘These relations 
are indicated by the fossils which 
strata contain.—Annual Report Direc 
tor United States Geological Survey.

MRS. ANNA COLEMAN LADD. 


|! The versatile woman is not thé rara 
avis she was a decade or so ago. In- 
deed, nowadays she seems to be the

name that is prominent-in the list of 
women who “do” is that of Mrs. Anna 
Coleman Ladd. She is a sculptor of 
international fame, a novelist of some 
prominence, a dramatist and the wife 
not incidentally, as one might imagine, 
but in the very best meaning of the 
word, of Dr. Maynard Ladd of Boston, 
the well known specialist on children’s 
diseases, and, best of all, the mother 
of two little Ladds (one ef whom is‘a 
little Iass), Vernon and Gabrilla. These 
babies Mrs. Ladd uses frequently as 
models in her sculpturing, at no time 
more effective than in a fountain group 
called “Triton Babies.” This . work 
attracted much favorable attention in 
New York city recently when Mrs.

Perhaps the finest thing one can say, 
about this accomplished woman, who 
is, besides all these worth while things, 
a great social favorite in Boston's ex- 
clusive circles, is that her genius does 
not overshadow her nermal woman- 
hood and her fine, free femininity. 

A Philadeiphian by birth, Mrs. Ladd 
has lived for many years in the court 
circles of Vienna, Rome and Paris as 
the debutante daughter of the minister 
to Austria. It was then that she be- 
gan her art work under Jerome and 
other masters. 

Collectors have been quick to become . 
owners of Mrs. Ladd’s work, and no 
piece has caused more comment and 
discussion than a small bronze enti- 
tled “Modern Music.” Its subject is a 
beautiful nude woman trangulilly posed 
with a sword across her breast.
